Morals’ Course For 
Colleges Urged As 
Modern Day Need 


(In ter nat ional News Servicel 
DENVER, Aug. 11.—M odern colle­ 
gians race such problem s th at it is 
felt in D enver collegiate circles th at 
a special course should be given in 
college m orals. 
Such was the consensus of opinion 
expressed here after Dr. Annie Louis 
Mac -Leod of V assar College, m ade 
her criticism th a t “Colleges are not 
keeping up w ith m odern civilization.” 
It is not only th e faculties of the 
various colleges in and near D en­ 
ver th a t feel th a t such a course would 
prove extrem ely beneficial, but the 
students them selves say th a t m uch 
could be gained in preparing them 
for the routine of daily life after col­ 
lege days are over thro u g h a “m orals” 
course. 
Dr. W ilbur D. Engle, Vice C h an ­ 
cellor of the U niversity of Denver, 
said “E uthenics should be eith er very 
well handled or left alone.” 
He ad d ­ 
ed, however, th a t “I feel th a t the 
college should give some course in 
m orals.” 
S tudents feel tfiat th e “fran k dis­ 
cussion” m ay bring th e Individual pu­ 
pil to see th a t his own personal prob­ 
lem s are n ot his alone, and they are 
th e s&me problem s th a t nin ety -n in e 


out of every 100 college students are 
trying to face and solve 
J K. Allen, 
a medical student at the University 
of Colorado, said th at “if the doors 
were opened to frank discussion on 
certain impulses of the student d u r­ 
ing college days young person's mind 
would be healthier and the future 
of the student on a more stable basis ' 
“ In this frank discussion class the 
underlying principles of 
sex 
prob­ 
lems, common to ninety-nine out of 
every one hundred students, would 
be studied,” Allen said. 
According to Dean of Women Anne 
McKeen Shuler, of Denver University, 
Vassar. has taken a very forward step 
by e&ablishing the course in e u th e n ­ 
ics.

Aug. 11—The common be­ 
lief that divorce is easy in France i 
decidedly 
erroneous. 
The 
recent 
“scandal” has shown that in som e 
cases Americans who were able to pay 
very heavy fees—seldom 
less 
than 
$2000 and frequently as much as $10.- 
000-could get their cases jammed 
through. But the real reason for get­ 
ting the divorce in France was not so 
m uch the speed as the secrecy. 
The truth is th a t although theo­ 
retically, under French law, a di­ 
vorce should take only a few months. * 
moBt French couples who desire to 
sever their ties have to wait tw'o or 
three years. 
Nobody has explained 
why this should be so. 
Lawyers will 
always promise at the outset that the 
thing will be done in jig time, and 
then a lot of “unforeseen” delays 
spring up. 
Some of the delays are 
due to the crowded calendars, but I , 
suspect th at very often they are de­ 
liberate. 
It is a m atter of observation that 
would-be divorcers frequently change 
their minds when they are given time 
enough. 
Mofit divorces, it is said 
are started because one or both of 
the parties desire to marry’ somebody 
else. 
But time, which cures all ills, 
often intervenes to break up the new 
project. 
Frequently the dream of 
eternal bliss with a new m ate doei' 
not last as long as the procedure nec- j 
essary to dissolve the 
old 
alliance.j 
And when the motive for the divorce |
